The secretary 
seems fully advised of the scope and extent of the 
exhibition, and did not hesitate to give us. the as- 
suranee that he would visit the exposition just as 
soon as be was relieved from the duties of secretary. 
He is deeply interested in everything tending to 
develop the great natural resources of the south, 
and will bring with hima party of capitalists whom 
it will be wise tor our people to cultivate. 

Commissioner Loring was so favorably impressed 
that he will return to Atlanta -to participate in the 
great meeting of the cotton planters and cotton 
manufacturers of the nuation—December sixth, 
seven and eighth.

W ASHINGTON, November 14.—The president has 

accepted the resignation of Attorney General Mac- 
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Judge Folger qualified this morning, and assumed 
the duties of secretary of the treasury.

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The department of state has issued an exhaustive 
statemeit of the cotton goods trade of the world, 
giving ihe report of forty-six consuls and other in- 
teresting information. The raw cotton product of 
the several countriesis estimated at about 5,500,- 
000,000 pounds, viz.: United States, 2,770,000,000; 
Rast Indies, 407,000,000; Egypt, Smyrna, ete., 269,- 
000,000: Brazil, 44,000, and West Indies, 16,000,000, 
These figures show that the Unithd States produces 
nearly four-fifths of the cotton crop of the world, 
and that itis beyond the productive powerof any 
other country to compete with the United States in 
this direction. . 

The value of thecotton manufactures of the world 
are $1,545,510,000 acgording to a recent English pub- 
lication, as follows: United Kingdom of Great Brit- 
lath, S501.170,000;~> France, $97;200,000; Germany, 
$106,920,000; Russia, $102,060,000; Belgium and Hol 
land, $53,180,000; Austria Hungary, $63,180,000; 
Italy, $24,500,000: Spain and Switzerland, 63,000,- 
wo; the United States, $293,280,000, and India, ¥4,- 
020,000. This estimate does not include the goods 
manufactured by the older nations on the primitive 
hand looms; which in China alone amounts to 
7, 300,000,000 vards annually. The number of opera- 
tives iu European cotton milis is estimated at 1,250,- 
FO, with “Wp 100,000 spindles; in the United States, 
181.000, with 10,920,000 spindles. But the United, 
States with about one-fourth the number of spin- 
dies running in the United Kingdom and with 
151,000 operatives against 500,000 British operatives, 
is credited with a production the value of which is 
more than one-half that of the United Kingdom, 
although in piece goods the American output was 
only as one yard to abonttwoand a half yards of 
British. In contirmation of this startling exhlbit, it 
appears from our census returns that the annual 
consumption of raw cotton by the mills of the 
United Stites amounts to 724,800,000 pounds, or more 
than one-half the consumption of the British mills 
in ISSO. From these returns it is seen that every 
American spindle consumes sixty-six pounds of raw 
cotton, while each British spindle consumes only 
thirty-two pounds, or less than one-half the Amer- 
ican consumption per spindle. 

The value of the imports of cotton goods into the 
United states is given as $29,929,000, as against $,- 
981,000 of exports. The excess of imports, however, 
consists of fancy goods, the domestic manufacture 
of which has not reached the perfection toward 

which it is ending. 

Engiand is the loader of the cotton goods trade of 
the world, her exports annually amounting to 
$310,000,000, an amount nearly equal to one-ihird 
the total domestic exports of the kingdom.

The supreme court to-day rendered an opinion of 
great importance to all railroads, fast freight 
lines and shippers of in the case of the St 
Louis insurance company nst the St. Louis, 
Vandalia, Terre Haute and Indianapolis railroad 
company. This was a suit brought by the St. Lonis 


insurancecompany as assignee of Meir & Co., to 
recover the value of certain cotton shipped at St 
Louis In 1873, for Liverpool. Under the agreements 
between Mvir & Co. and the fast freight line known 
as the Erfe and Pacific dispatch, the cotton was 
shipped by dispatch over the Vanéalia line, thence 
over the lines of the Pittsburg, Cincinnati and St. 
Louis, the Atlantic and Great Western, and the 
Erie railroad companies. It was burned at Jersey 
City while in custody of the Erie railway. The 
Vandalia line did not execute the bill of lading, 
but waybilled the fréight from St. Louis to Indian- 
apolis, and there delivered it in good order to the 
Pittsburg, Cincinnati and St. Louis company. The 
main question presented by the case is whether the 
Vandalia line was responsible for the safety of the 
cotton after delivering it to another carrier. The 
eourt does not decide whether the Vandalia 
line could or could not take the benefit of special 
exceptionin the bill of lading given by the Erie 
and Pacifi¢ to Meir &-Co., but assumes for pur- 
poses of decision, that Meir & Co. were not bound 
underthe proof by any ~ age terms which that in- 
strument contained. The court then holds that 
the mere division of the established through rate by 
railroads themselves, on the basis of distance only, is 
not of itself sufficient to make these roads partners, 
or bind any one of them as by special contract to 
transport cotton verona its own lines. The Erie 
and Pacific dispatch is Hable, under its contracts, 
for the safety of cotton on the whole route, but each 
road is responsible ony for its own negligence, 
Owing to the smallamounut of 5cent nickel pieces 
in the treasury the secretary hasinstructed the direc- 
tor of the mintto canse $17,510 in old copper cents, 
$104,018 in copper nickel cents, nowin the Philadel- 
phia mint, to be recoined into five cent nickel 
pieces, and instructions have already been given to 
carry out the direction.

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GARRULOUS GUITEAU. 
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HE UNDERTAKESTO BOSS HIS OWN 
DEFENSE. 


Outline of the Speech in Which He Charges the 
Death of Garfield to Malpractice—Apother 
Crank Entombed in New York— 


Jay Gould’s Danger. 


WASHINGTON, November 14.-—A low-ceilinged, 
larged-sized square room in the eastern? wing of the 
city hall, well lighted by three large windows in the 
northern and southern walls, isthe court room of 
the District supreme court. The criminal term, in 
which the trial of Charles J. Guiteau for the 
murder of the late President Garfield is to 
take place, opened to-day. At the eastern 
end of the room is the platform containing the 
judge's seat, with the clerk’s desk right below it. 
The table which usually occupies the greater part of 
the space allotted to the bar has been removed, and 
instead several smaller tables have been arranged 
for the accommodation of the counsel and reporters. 
In the western half of the room the platform has 
been raised, on which are arranged some hundred 
chairs for the use of spectators. The seats assigned 
to the jurors occupy a section of the room on the 
northeast end. 

There is hardly any noticeable excitement outside 
the building and no great pressure to obtain admis- 
sion to the court room. As soon as the public deor 
was opened to spectators it was immediately filled, 
for the most part with a rather roughly-dressed set of 
young men, including many who would come 
under the designation of ‘‘roughs,’’ ‘‘tramps’” and 
‘“‘cranks.’’ Some half dozen ladies have got sand- 
wiched inamongthecrowd, In the meantime, law- 
yersin the case had got into seats; the district attor- 
ney and Judge Porter, of New York, and Walter D. 
Davidge, of Washington, for the prosecution and Mr. 
Scoville and Leigh Kobinson for the defense. 

Mrs. Scoville oceupied a seat close to herhusband, 
having her brother John on one side and her 


brother, the prisoner, on the other. At 10 o’cloek 
Judge Walter 5. Cox entered the court room 
and court was declared’formally opened by acrier in 
the old’Norman form. Immediately thereafter, Pris- 
op-er Guiteau Was broughtinto the court room by 
the marshal and his deputies. He looked in much 
better condition, physically and otherwise, than 
when he last appeared in the same room to plead 
to the indictment, still he had the same restless fur- 
tive expression as ofa hunted wolf, which charac- 
ized him before. Hle was at once relieved of his 
handcuffs and took his seat beside his sister. One 
of his first movements was to throw 
his hand into one of his pockets and 
half take out a roll of paper. Mr. Scoville, however, 
indumb play ordered him to put it back, and he 
didso. Then the district attorneypirose and declared 
his readiness for the prosecution to proceed with the 
case. Mr, Robinson arose to make his plea for still 
more time to prepare for the defense, which ap- 
peared not to meet the approval of Guiteau, All 
the time that Robinson wus speaking Guiteau was 
carrying on what appeared to be a remonstrance 
with Scoville who was, apparently, trying to quiet 
and suppress him. 

No sooner had Robinson taken a seat than the 
prisoner arose and in an excited manner addressed 
the court. and stated that he wished to be heard. 
In vain Mr. Scoville endeavored to make him re- 
sume his seat and remain quiet. He was irrepressi- 
ble. In anervous but pretty distinct manner he 
proceeded with his speech as follows: : 

“| was not aware that my counsel, Mr. Robinson, 
intended this morning to make epplication fora 
postponement, aud I desire to be heard in my own 
behalf in this matter. At the very threshhold of 
the cuse, lam charged with amurderous attempt, 
und desire to be heard in my own behalf. 

Court—This is not the proper time to enter upon 
the defense. The only question before the court is. 
Whether further time should be allowed counsel to 
prepare for the defense. 

Prisoner [emphatically |—So far as lam concerned 
I don’t want further time: we are rendy to try the 
case now. [To the deputy marshal who endeavored 
to restrain the prisoner|—Will you be qui: 

Court—The question is whether furt! 
ought to be allowed counsel— 

Prisoner |jemphatically |—I don't want that, if the 
court please. . 

District-Attorney C6rkhill insisted that the trial. 
should proceed now. Mr. Robinson pressed his 
Claim for a postponement. Owing tothe opposition 
of Scoville and the prisoner to an application of 
Robinson foran extension of time, the court sta- 
ted that for the present the case should proceed as far 
utleastas swearing the jury was concerned, and 
then he would consider the question of extension. 
At eleyen o'clock the work of obtmining ajury be- 
gan, the three first presenting themselves being dis- 
qualified, two on the ground that they had formed 
fixed opinions on the und the other on the 
ground that he had conscientious scruples on the 
subject of capital punishment, 

In examining the jurors Scovil went over a 
large range of questions, inquiring as to their reli- 
gious and political belief. Up to this (12 neon), the 
defence has peremptorily ¢hallenged one juryman, 
and two have been accepted and sworn in. 

Up to this hour (12:50), five jurymen have been 
obtained and sword in. Their names and occupa- 
tions are as follows: John P. Hardin, restaurant 
Keeper; Fred W Brandenberg, cigar maker; Charles 
G. Stewart, flourand feed dealer; Henry J. Bright, 
retired from business, and Thomus H. Langley, 
grocer. 

The court then adjourned. 

Inthe speech which Guiteau had prepared for 
delivery in the court to-day he says he is charged 
with murdering one, James A. Garfield. Nothing 
can be more absurd, because General Gartield died 
of malpractice. General Garfield was a good man, 
but a weak politician. Being president he was in 
a position to do vast harm to the republic, and he 
was doing it by the unwise disposition of patron- 
age, and the Lord and himself took the responsibil- 
ity of removing him; that his duty 
to the Lord and to the American people 
overcame his personal feelings towards General 
Gartield, and he sought toremove him. Not being 
i miarksimwin, General Gartield was not fatally shot 
but incompetent physicians finished the work, and 
they, not himself, are responsible for his death- 
He then ppeexs of the breach in the republican 
party, and his resolve to remove the eedaiiant. and 
claims that duty ordered him to fire the shot. He 
refers to his work on theology, insanity in his fami- 
ly, his married life, and his life in prison, and ap- 
peals to those whom he says he has 
ut in position and to the general pub- 
i¢ to send him money for his defense.

WINDSOR HOTEL, October 15.—Jay Gould—Sir: It 
ismy painful] duty toinform you that within six 
days from the date of this letter, your body will 
have returned to the dust from whence itcame. I, 
therefore, entreat you to make your peace with 
God, and prepare for the fate which awaits you. 
This is in no wise an act of mine to take 
your life, but I am inspired and requested 
by the All Living God to doso as a public 
necessity, and forthe benefit of the community at 
large. You must undoubtedly be aware that you 
have been a rogue of the tirst water all your hfe: 
that through your artful cunning and deceit you 
have robbed thousands of people of their birthright, 
You have had nomoney. You have robbed rich and 
poor, father and fatherless, widow and orphan, in- 
di-criminately of the last dollar, and through your 
villainy have brought ruin and destruction on 
thousands of families. Ail this you have done un- 
der the cloak by circulating false reports, bribing 
newspapers making false statements, committing 
perjury, and by ariful cunning and deception. In 
fact, you have robeed both great and small, and now 
the Lord says you must pay for all; that your 
death is a pubiic necessity, in order to save 
thousands of others from pain and destruction.

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HIS LAST COUPLE, 
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Jule Purse Dies at His Post with a Belt Pin in 
Hie Hand. 

While coupling cars for the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, near the car shops in this city, Julian 
Purse was killed last night. 

Formore than 2 years Purse has been working for 


theWestern and Atlantic railroad as yard hand and as 
such was engaged about the switch engine while 
ou duty. About 6 o'clock yesterday evening he 
went to work, and for quite a while was on the en- 
gine with Mr. James Mills, the engineer. A. litdle 
before 10 o’clock the. engine Ajax |. was 
hooked to a train of freight cars, which 
it began distributing around the yard 
promiscnously. In the yard there are 
eleven tracks, which for convenience, have been 
numbered from one to ten, the eleventh being the 
shop track. Nexttothe engine there wasa West- 
ern and Atlantic flat car No. 1421, loaded with rail- 
road ties and iron, The iron bars were much 
longer than the carand protruded several inches 
over the end of the tat. When the shifting 
began the engine, and several cars were standing on 
truck No. 8, while on track 10 there was an East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia rnilroad car, No. 2,189, 
which was wanted. The.train was cut so as to leave 
the flat loaded with iron attached to the engine, 
after which it pulled up to the switch and 
backed up No. 10 for the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and{Georgia car. Purse uncoupled 
the cars when the engine started and it was his 
duty to couple on track No. 10 the Western and At- 
lunatic flat and the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia car. When the cars were together he step- 
ped between the two with his back towards the iron, 
andithus, not seeing it, did not realize his danger 
until too late. When the cars came together there 
vas not room enough fora human body to stand 
between them, and l’urse’s death was the result, 
The end of a bar‘of iron struck him just below the 
right shoulder blade and inflicted interna! injuries 
of which he died in less than five minutes. 
When struck, he was just in the act 
of making the coupling, but the lick 
in the back knocked him across the track, where he 
lay until death ended the painful injuries he had 
received. The accident was instantly discovered, 
and Captain Fairbanks and Brakeman Church ran 
to the unfortunate man’s aid, and were alone with 
him when he died. 

Soon after death Coroner Hillburn held an in- 
quest, and accidental death was the verdict. 

Purse was a young man of good moral character, 
and was a great favorite with all who kuew him:

No Danger of Atlanta Losing It.

According 
tf the statement of the fireman 
missions of the party bimself,the engineer John 
tou,of the locomotive, Henry McAlpin,fell asleep at 
his post. The fireman way a new hand and failed to 
see the danger until too late. When the crash came 
the tender of the Henry McAlpin was shoved 
through the walland into the car behindit.

lery, suicided Saturday night at McPherson 


About 11 o'clock the battery to which Hughes 
i was instrueted to prepare for removal to 
k, but while his associates were packing 
their knapsacks, Hughes got beastly dPunk and 
was oldered tothe cuard house, and at 12 o'clock 
vas locked in ceil No. 3. During the afternoon the 
officer in cherge of the prison saw Hughes several 
times, and about 6 o'clock started to enter bis cell 
to give him his supper, but finding him asleep 
closed the door and went away. 

About 10 o'clock that night Sergeant Ma- 
son, who was then in charge of 
the guard house and who was rendered anxious 
about his charge by his continued silence, opened 
the cell doorand entered. The cell was dark and 
after calling Hughes and receiving no response, the 
seargant lita match,by the light of which he saw the 
body of his prisoner hangingirom the end offa rope be 
sidethe wall of the building. The sight for a moment 
paralyzed the officer, but recovering himself In 
called to the guard, who instantly responded. he 
no time a candle was lit and by its dim light the 
true situation of affairs was discovered. 

In the side of the @ell there is a window, the hot- 
tom of which is about five feet from the floor. The 
window reached nearly to the top of the room, which 
is twelve feet high.
